SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine Trashy Ladies Issue 22 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine presents women sexually in a manner that is degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning. 

The magazine is an American publication and mostly consists of sexually explicit 
stories, photofeatures, advertisements, and photographs submitted by readers. While 
some of the contents are not problematic, other parts of the magazine, such as the 
inside titles, advertisements, and particular stories, maintain a tone that is derogatory 
to women and reduces women in stature. This tone is reinforced by the extent of the 
magazine's detailed close-up photographs of vaginal intercourse, anal intercourse, 
digital penetration of the vagina or anus, and ejaculations over women's faces. These 
elements tend to represent women only with reference to their sexual availability, in a 
degrading and dehumanising manner, to the extent that this is the dominant effect of 
the magazine. 

While the NZBR Act 1990 has been considered in relation to Trashy Ladies Issue 22, 
the likely injury to the public good from the availability of the magazine in this instance 
outweighs the rights and freedoms of si 4 of that Act. 
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
